Special counsel Robert Muell- 
er did not find evidence that 
President Donald Trump’s cam- 
paign “conspired or coordinat- 
ed” with Russia to influence the 
2016 presidential election but 
reached no conclusion on 
whether Trump obstructed 
justice, Attorney General Wil- 
liam Barr declared Sunday. That 
brought a hearty claim of vindi- 
cation from Trump but set the 
stage for new rounds of political 
and legal fighting. 

Trump cheered the outcome 
but also laid bare his resent- 
ment after two years of investi- 
gations that have shadowed his 
administration. “It’s a shame 
that our country has had to go 
through this. To be honest, it’s a 
shame that your president has 
had to go through this,” he 
complained. 

Democrats pointed out that 
Mueller found evidence for and 
against obstruction and de- 
manded to see his full report. 
They insisted that even the 
summary by the president’s 
attorney general hardly put him 
in the clear. 

Mueller’s conclusions, sum- 
marized by Barr in a four-page 
letter to Congress, represented 
a victory for Trump on a key 
question that has hung over his 
presidency from the start: Did 
his campaign work with Russia 
to defeat Democrat Hillary 
Clinton? That was further good 
news for the president on top of 
the Justice Department’s earlier 
announcement that Mueller had 
wrapped his investigation with- 
out new indictments. 

The resolution also could 
deflate the hopes of Democrats 
in Congress and on the 2020 
campaign trail that incrimi-

Resource centers boost 
south Sacramento fight 
against domestic violence

In the three years that Dajha 
Richards was in a troubled rela- 
tionship with her boyfriend, she 
kept silent, rarely asking for 
help and never seeking out 
resources, her family said. 

She tried to go it alone, to get 
out and start over. But she lost 
her life before she got the 
chance, allegedly shot and 
killed by her boyfriend. 

Now, some Sacramento do- 
mestic violence service provid- 


ers are targeting neighborhoods, 
like Richards’ in south Sacra- 
mento, in hopes of interrupting 
that cycle. 

Since her death in January, 
WEAVE, the primary provider 
of domestic violence services in 
Sacramento County, announced 
$400,000 in grant funding for 
south Sacramento over two 
years. The funding will be 
poured into the Meadowview 
and Valley Hi neighborhoods, 
areas of the city that have re- 
ceived renewed focus since the
